NEW YORK. (AP)—Striking 


longshoremen 
Hocked 
back

freight-jammed piers today after 
their leaders agreed to end the 
port's billion dollar, 25-day wild- 
cat walkout 


Along the miles of waterfront 


from Hoboken and Jersey City 
N.J., to the far reaches of Brook- 
lyn, thousands streamed to work 
before the noon deadline set by 
their leaders. 


The rebel union faction, which 


steamrollered the strike into New 
York's longest port tieup, yielded 
to a New York fact-finding board 
in the pre-dawn hours to end the 
strike. 


No mention was made concern- 


ing settlement of intra-union dif- 
ferences. The dispute—principally 
over wage scales in a new con- 
tract and legality of the contract 
itself—still must be aired by the 
board. 


Costliest in History 


The strike was the costliest in 


the history of the world's largest 
!>ort, with piers sprawled along 
both New York and New Jersey. 


At the peak of the walkout, 114 


ships were tied up.

Movies, Threatened by TV, 
Prove Quality Counts Most 


When radio came in, the prophets foresaw the quick 


demise of the phonograph recording industry. But they 
were wrong. The record business soared to new peaks, far 
outdistancing the moderate pre-radio levels. 


Television's arrival produced similar glum forecasts of 


the death of motion pictures. Who would get out the car, 
drive downtown or to a neighborhood center, hunt for a park- 
ing spot and go to a movie when he could put his slippered 
feet up on a hassock and be entertained without leaving his 
living room? 


For a good while, it looked like there would be much 


more substance to the movie-makers' fears. Cinema theaters 
closed by the dozens across the country. The volume of 
business sagged painfully. Good films seemed an increasing 
rarity. 


But those who thought the time had come to start choos- 


ing pallbearers have been confounded by the events of re- 
cent months. The box office has picked up sharply. Holly- 
wood, recognizing the threat to its existence, has poured en- 
ergy, and talent into pictures with a determination seldom 
matched in its erratic history. And, in dazzling succession, 
many of these films have won high critical acclaim. 


In the experts' judgment, it is this new stress on quality 
it has turned-,tbe,tide.. Careful scanning of the boxqffice 
Jiires shows tSjl Jbovfe-goer exercising extreme selectivity, 
he good ones fie supports with impulsive vigor, long lines 


outside the big metropolitan theaters attest to that. The 
turkeys he lets die a lonesome death. 


Television has had something of the impact on movies 


that.the latter had on the legitimate theater. The films de- 
stroyed the market for run-of-mine stage fare. Why see a 
play for a few dollars when you could see a picture just about 
as good for forty or fifty cents ? 


TV, with its- great spate of studio dramas and its almost 


embarrassing emphasis on old films, is slicing away at the 
market for "B" pictures. The family that wants an evening 
of merely passable dramatic entertainment doesn't need to 
budge from the house. 


But the thirst for top-grade cinema apparently has never 


really abated. In the dramatic mirroring of lif e, in the cre- 
ation of light-hearted fancy, the films can occupy, a unique 
place. With unsurpassed technical facilities, with abundant 
resources, with cameras that can range the face of the earth, 
the movies are equipped to contribute to art and entertain- 
ment in their own special way. 
, 


Too often in the past the film-makers have sadly under- 


estimated the increasingly discriminate nature of their au- 
dience. To often they have measured their task narrowly, 
in terms of superficial entertainment routinely and unimagi- 
natively offered. 


The recent run of excellent pictures raises hopes that, 


under the spur of TV competition, they are at last out to 
make the most of their rich potential. In the end, there may 
be. something like a merger or compromise with TV. But a 
continuance of present trends will at least assure that this 
wHl be a meeting of equals, the movies are not going to yield 
by5 default so long as quality is their insignia.

Complete Diabetes Cure Is 
Doubtful in Near Future 


Although diabetes is most com- 


mon after the age of 40, it is by no 
means rare in childhood, and at 
this age, it is particularly distress- 
ing:. 


Typical of the questions which 


parents of children with diabetes 
would like answered is the follow- 
ing letter from Mrs. H.: "My 
daughter, 11 years old, has dia- 
betes. Will there be a cure soon, 
or ever? I am wondering if the 
pancreas could ever be stimulated, 
or if an operation could ever be 
performed. Do children outgrow 
diabetes?" 


In answer to Mrs. H.'s first 


question, I can only say that I am 
not a prophet. It seems doubtful 
that a complete cure will develop 
soon, but being an optimist, I feel 
that sometime this will come. 


So «far as stimulating the pan- 


creas by operation is concerned, 
one can say that experiments in 
this direction have been made, and 
although some interesting results 
have been obtained, there appears 
to be nothing as yet of practical 
value. This, too, may come. 


Finally Mrs. H. asks whether 


children outgrow diabetes. In a 
sense, some of them do in that 
they may develop a much greater 
tolerance for sugar, and a much 
greater ability to use it within the 
body as they get older. 


The prompt and 
satisfactory 


treatment of children with dia- 
betes is most important. 
Their 


diets have to be carefully regu- 
lated according to their needs and 
the state of the disease. A great 
many of them also need insulin 
injections, and these injections 
must be planned exactly and ad- 
ministered conscientiously, 


LIMITS EXERCISE 


Since the amount of exercise 


taken affects the disease to some 
extent, children with diabetes are 
often restricted in their athletic 
activities. 


In this connection I should like 


to mention the fact that there are 
a number of summer camps for 
diabetic children throughout the 
country. This is a wonderful thing 
because it makes it possible for 
many children with this disease to 
have the normal summer experi- 
ence of camping and still receive

Few Attend Meeting 


Only a few churchmen and vol- 


unteer workers were present at 
the Farm Bureau building last 
night when final plans were to be 
laid. The Rev. Harry J. Stelling, 
Ottawa, pastor1 of the EvangelicaJ 
United Brethren church and area 
supervisor for Lee, DeKalb, Bureau 
and LaSalle counties, assured the 
jroup that there was wide interest 
n food collections for the hungry 
n war ravaged lands. 


He said, "In America, in Illinois 


and Lee county we take too much 
"or granted. God has always been 
good to us. We have never had a 
complete crop failure." He de- 
scribed how CROP-shipments of 
soybeans to Palestine frequently 
provide the entire food supply of 
refugees. 


History Recounted 


The Rev. Stelling recounted the 
istory of the CROP movement be- 
fun five years ago and supported 
y the Catholic Rural Life Con- 
erence, 29 Protestant and Ortho- 
ox 
churches through Church 


Vorld Service and the Lutheran 
World Releif for the National Lu- 
lieran Council. 
He said conditions in Europe are

Robert Kesel, of the University 
of Illinois dental school, on the 
effect of fluorine on parts of the 
body other than the teeth, Dr 
Voas amid: 


"General health is not impaired 


in any way by the use of fluorine, 
according- to the studies reported 
by Dr. KeseL" 


Dr. Voss also supplied The Tele- 


graph with a copy of the "Policy 
of the state department of public 
health on fluoridation of public 
water supplies." It follows: 


Medical, dental and engineer- 


Ing evidence indicates that the 
prevalence of dental decay can 
be substantially and safely re- 
duced by adding fluorides to 
public water supplies. On the 
baste of this evidence, the Illi- 
nois 
Department 
of 
Public 


Health encourages the addition 
of fluorides to public water sup- 
plies, maintaining an optimum 
fluoride level of 1.0 to 1.5 parts 
per million. This procedure must 
be carried on in accordance with 
practices approved by the Illi- 
nois 
Department 
of 
Public 


Healfe. 


Requirements to obtain ap- 


proval: 


1. The municipality must pass 


an ordinance or resolution in- 
dicating the public's decision to 
fluoridate'the public water sup- 
ply, submitting a copy to the 
Illinois department of 
public 


health. 


2. Evidence of acceptance and 


approval of fluoridation by local 
medical and dental groups must 
be submitted by resolution or 
other document to the Illinois 
department of public health. 


8. In accordance with the 


Illinois department of public 
health's statutory jurisdiction 
over public water supplies, en- 
gineering plans and specifica- 
tions for the installation of the 
fluoridation process must be 
prepared and submitted to the 
Illinois department of public 
health for review and approval 
prior to Installation.

comes mounted on casters in a 
500-pound package. It looks like 


a cross between a stove and a 
pinball machine and is about the 
size of an office desk. 


Its price and size make it unique 


from such predecessors as those 
now at Harvard, MIT, UCLA, and 
other research 
centers. Those 


brains usually are large enough 
to fill one room and some cost 
into the millions.

Can Report 
Space Data

SAN ANTONIO, Tex.. (AP)— 


A news robot to ride rocket planes 
and guided missiles out into space 
and report back what is happen- 
ing was shown to space medicine 
doctors here today. 


This robot is the latest device 


from telemetering, the science of 
sending- information frnm a plane. 
Its body is made of block-shaped 
packages of wires and tubes", each 
about the size of a cigarette pack- 
age. Each block is a pickup de- 
vice, a robot nerve. 


Nerve* Can Read 


These nerves can read altitude, 


acceleration, temperatures, pres- 
sure of air or lack of air. They 


rays, report vibration and even 
tell in which direction wings may 
be bending. 


These robots may substitute for 


human and animal guinea pigs in 
the pioneer flights soon to be 
made far above the stratosphere. 
The one shown here can give a 
record by radio of 18 different 
events or conditions in the moving 
plane. There is no limit to the 
additional information which such 
a robot can give if enlarged by 
added electronic nerves. 


Robot May See 


And some day, it is expected, 


this robot will be developed to the 
point where he can see—througn 
television—and send the television 
back to earth. 


This robot can send farther than 


a hundred miles. A larger one 


could report back continuously all 
the way to the moon.
